He w as dressed in a suit 
of dark m aterial and w ore a lig h t over­ 
coat and silk hat. Mrs. Cleveland lookec. 
very handsom e in a n eat tailo r m ade 
trav elin g suit of lig h t brow n, w hich 
displayed h er figure to excellent ad 
vantage. 
She carried a large bouquet 
of sweet-peas. 
W hile w aiting for th e 
carriage a sm all crowd surrounded 
th e party and gave a cheer.

President took his seat, evidently n o t 
noticing th e enthusiasm his appearance 
had caused.

S t u r g is, Ky., Oct. 25.—A death-deal­ 
ing plague of diphtheria is raging in 
Illinois opposite Caseyville, Ky., and 
coffins can hardly be furnished fast 
enough to 
bury th e dead. 
F orty 
deaths have occurred w ithin th e week, 
and it is n o t uncom mon to bury tw o 
children in a single coffin. 
A m an 
from across th e river arrived a t Casey­ 
ville yesterday for the fifth coffin fur­ 
nished in one family. 
The plague 
has now crossed the Ohio and is 
epidemic a t Caseyville and M ulford- 
tow n, having been brought th ith e r by 
fam ilies from Illinois fleeing from its 
ravages. 
A num ber of dangerous cases 
are developing 
there and 
all th e 
schools have closed. 
Among th e few 
recoveries noted, th e victim s have been 
le ft blind or paralyzed, sim ilar to th e 
sequel of th e “spotted” fever plague, 
w hich sw ept over portions of W ebster 
county several years ago.

Keeping, 
Ex-Treasurer Murphy’s 
bondsmen 
have looked into his accounts far 
enough to be satisfied there has not 
been the slightest dishonesty. 
The 
bondsmen are C. L. Valentine, A. P. 
Lovejoy, J. D. Rexford, David Jeffris, 
Dr. Henry Palm er, C. S. Jackm an, W. 
T. Vankirk, R. L. Colvin, C. B. Con­ 
rad, O. F. Nowlan, H. F. Bliss, Rich­ 
ard O’Donnell, J. W. St. John, L. B.

A t a meeting last night O. F. Nowlan,

w ere made a committee to examine 
th e secnrities offered by the ex-treas- 
nrer. 
L. B. Carle, I. Farnsw orth and 
C. L. Valentine will investigate the 
report filed w ith the council and see 
w hat additional data is to be found. 
Mr. Card’s report reads as follows: 
* Ge n t l e m e n : I would respectfully 
subm it the following report of my ex­ 
am ination and audits of the accounts 
of Michael Murphy, ex-city treasurer 
of Janesville, Wis., for eight years, 
commencing April 20, 1886, and end­ 
ing April 17, 1894, and of the condi­ 
tion in which I found the said ac­ 
counts. 
“ My purpose in this examination is 
simply to locate all errors and dis­ 
crepancies of whatever nature which 
appear in the accounts and to cor­ 
rectly adjust the same. 
By a system 
of double-entry book-keeping, making 
proper journal entries for same and 
leaving a ledger in which such errors 
and discrepancies are correctly debit­ 
ed or credited to the proper accounts, 
and finally to report w hether any 
am ount is due to the city of Janes­ 
ville, Wis., or owing to the said city. 
“ I find accounts opened ic a small 
journal showing certain am ounts col­ 
lected on account of city taxes and 
also state and county taxes for two or 
three years, but these account are in 
such a shape and condition th a t they 
a re utterly useless for any purpose of 
my examination. 


B ank Account N ot K ept Up. 
“ I find an account opened w ith the 
M erchants and Mechanics 
Savings 
bank April 20, 1886, and kept up until 
Ju ly 14, 1886, as per ledger folios 74, 
aay for three months’ time only, and 
then discontinued for the balance of 
th e eight years. 
“ I find an account opened w ith the 
County National bank on April 20, 
1886, and kept until June 18, 1886, as 
per ledger folio 56, say 
for two 
m onths’ time only, and then discon­ 
tinued for the balance of the eight 
years. 
“ I find an account as between the 
city and the treasurer opened April 20, 
1886, aud kept until November 1886, 
as per ledger folios 98 to 101, say 
about seven mon chs tim e only, anc 
then discontinued for the balance o : 
th e eight years. 
“ I can find no trace of any dash 
account in the ledger. 
I am required to examine and audit 
a n account, whicii by its very nature 
island only ean be a cash account 
th a t is “ cash received” and “ cash 
disbursed,” and a t the very first step 
of my examination, I am confronted 
w ith the fact th a t for any purpose o:' 
said examination, I cannot find any 
cash account or even bank accounts to 
exam ine aud audit, ac d after asking 
for the bank books I was unable to 
procure them, 
“ I cannot find any double entry sets 
of books, such as would be kept 
there was a city comptroller or a city 
general accountant, or if the city had 
am ployed a general book-keeper, in 
which set of books would appear an 
account of the city treasurer which 
account could be used for the purpose 
of verifying the accounts kept in the 
office of the city treasurer.. 


One B ook Serves For A ll. 


would be in the monthly reporta and 
not in the ledger. 
But I find th a t the 
•original entries m ust have been made 
in the monthly reports and I find th a t 
said entries in a great many instances 
have 
not 
been transferred from 
monthly reports to the ledger, thus 
m aking the omissions of proper debits 
or credits in the ledger, and also mak­ 
ing the monthly reports the actual ac­ 
count of the treasurer, and not the 
ledger, as it should have been. 
Several Item s Not Included. 
‘ ‘Thus the following were included in 
the monthly reports but omitted from 
the ledger, viz: The whole of the feed 
account from December I, 1890, to 
A p iill, 1894, a period of four years 
and four months, consisting of 133 
entries. 
Highway, street and bridge 
fund—five entries; general fund—ane 
entry; 
N orth 
Hickory 
street 
and 
grading 
fund—five entries; 
3outh 
Hickory 
street 
grading 
fund, five entries; Palm street grad­ 
ing fund, five entries; Chatham street 
grading fund, six 
entries; Locust 
street grading fund, 
four entries; 
Prospect avenue grading fund, one 
entry; Fifth ward fund, six entries; 
West Milwaukee street paving and 
curbing fund, eleven entries, being 
the whole account of the fund, m ak­ 
ing in all one hundred and eighty-six 
debits or credits, scattered in twelve 
different accounts, entirely omitted 
from the ledger, which ledger was the 
only book of accounts I could find 
ta examine and andit, and which I 
was forced to treat as a single cash 
account for the entire eight years. 
This singular state of affairs forced 
me to take each monthly report made 
by the treasurer for the whole eight 
years into my examination in addition 
to my examination which I need not 
lave done if the ledger had been 
properly kept. 
“ I also find th a t the balances in the 
edger are not carried forward cor­ 
rectly. 
As a single example, refer to 
edger folio 562, general tu rd , Sep­ 
tem ber I, 1892, and yon will find a 
balance of $2,010.93, and this same 
balance carried to top of the very next 
page as $6,010.93, a difference of an 
even $4,000. 
This e«ror runs in this 
account for some time, until finally on 
August I, 1893, the balance as shown 
by ledger is made about correct, as 
>er ledger entries, being w ithin one 
dollar of the balance as I have it on 
th at date. 
B alance N ot Entered in th e Ledger 


“ I also find th at balances have been 
entirely omitted from the ledger, as 
for example, fire and w ater 
fund. 
Not a single balance is entered in the 
ledger from March I, 1890, to March 
31, 1893, a period of three years. 
Re­ 
fer to leger folio 221 and on to folio 
240. 
“ From the foregoing facts it" can 
clearly be seen th a t in order to accom­ 
plish the object of this examination 
and andit, I was simply forced to 
check all receipts and all disburse­ 
ments, item by item, and also to com­ 
pare the ledger w ith the monthly re­ 
ports month by month for the entire 
period of eight years. 
“ In order to get a t the exact facts 
regarding all m atters under my in­ 
vestigation and in order to properly 
audit this account, I have examined 
all records bearing on said m atters 
which I could find for the whole pe­ 
riod of eight years as follows: 
The 
printed reports of the board of super­ 
visors of Rock county; the records in 
the county clerk’s office; the records 
in the county treasurer’s office; the 
records in the office of the clerk of the 
circuit court; the 
records in 
the 
office of the 
clerk 
of the 
mu­ 
nicipal court; 
the record of 
the 
board of education; the reports of the 
library board; the reports of the mu 
nicipal court; the reports of the chief 
of fire departm ent; record of 
the 
eounty jail, records in the oft! se of 
the city clerk; all receipts and paid 
checks on banks bearing on this case 
which I could find in the office of the 
clerk of the municipal court, and have 
had procured for my use a statem ent 
from th e state treasurer showing w hat 
amounts he had rem itted 
to city 
treasurer for the psst eight years 
And I have checked all of these vari­ 
ous records and reports w ith the ac­ 
counts in the office of the city treas­ 
urer. 
“ I do find one book denominated a 
ledger, but in form a journal, said 
ledger being kept by the city treasurer, 
butt the correct and only purpose, (as 
it has been kept, and w ith the various 
accounts which I 
find therein con­ 
tained) is to contain accounts with 
th e various funds (aa will be clearly 
seen if you read the names of said 
various accounts in the index of said 
ledger), the same being the amounts 
proparly debuted or credited to each 
fund. 
The “ balances” in said ledger 
actually represent only the 
unex­ 
pended am ount reaming to the credit 
of said fund, and should not under 
any circumstances represent a cash 
account in any set se of tho 
word. 
As I am required to examine and audit 
an account which can be nothing else 
than a cash account, and 
as the 
ledfcp” just referred to contains the 
only accounts which I can find I am 
forced by these facts much against 
my will, to treat said ledger as a sin­ 
gle ca?b account for the entire eight 
years, aud thus to examine and audit 
the accounts contained therein, and 
thus to use this ledger for a purpose 
entirely 
foreign 
to its legitim ate 
and correct purposes. 
“ I find th at it has been the custom 
of the city treasurer to render to the 
common council monthly reports of 
th e amounts debited and credited to 
th e various funds, and the balances 
rem aining to the credit of said funds. 
The entries to the debit or credit of 
these funds should have been origi- 
M U ; made la th e ledger end the 
h o w th e K m u k . w . r . v«rtii«d. 
m onthly reports should have been 
Mr. Card goes on to detail his 
m ade from the ledger, then if there methods in sifting the city accounts, 
w ere any omisu^na ut any am ounts, I Every entry \bearing upon the treaa- 
pitber debit off 0ff$dlt« each omissions nrer’s affair* wa* traced to it* source. 


Close Exam ination o f City Becords. 
“ I have examined the m inutes of 
each. meeting of the common council 
for the whole period of eight years, 
line by line* sufficiently to determine 
exactly w hat saloon licenses had been 
granted and I have checked same with 
the records in the office of the city 
treasurer, license by license. 
“ I b ars footed all regular and special 
asfc>e&bment tax rolls for the entire 
eight year*, and I have checked all 
tax ro lls with tax receipts item by 
item, and I have also footed each tax 
receipt tor the whole eight years. 
“ I have carefully examined each and 
every order paid during the entire 
eight years regarding .the following 
points, viz: 
first, compared amounts 
in figures with amounts in words; sec­ 
ond, ascertained if all orders had been 
signed by the proper officers, as for 
example, by mayor and c’ty clerk; by 
president and clerk » f the board of 
education, and president and secre­ 
tary of the public Ii brary, and I have 
examined each of these signatures as 
I to its being a genuine signature. Then 
I have checked each paid order with 
entry on ledger, and I have also seen 
th a t each order was charged to the 
proper fund, and whenever I have 
found orders charged to the wrong 
fund I have corrected the error in my 
journal and ledger, crediting the fund 
which had been properly charged with 
it, and debiting th e am ount to the 
proper fund.” 


Receipt books w ith stubs furnish the 
only record of three classes of pay- 
ments-and these receipts and stubs 
were carefully checked. 
Mr. Card 
continues: 
“ In the course of my examination I 
found errors and discrepancies too nu­ 
merous to mention in detail in this re­ 
port but listed in this report. 
I hsve 
thought best to call your attention to 
some of these errors and discrepancies, 
follows: In the m atter of tax collec­ 
tions the word “ paid” and also the 
number of the tax receipt should have 
been extended opposite the proper 
item on tax roll when the same was 
paid, and should Lave been done in 
every instance, but I have found in a 
num ber of cases th a t no notation at 
all had been made. 
In others sim­ 
ply the word “ paid,” and still others 
the whole notation had been made 
but an entirely wrong num ber tax re­ 
ceipt had been given. 
“ I find many instances where the 
stubs of the tax receipts properly 
signed by the treasurer which are the 
only records I have of these transac­ 
tions, and which records I have to ex­ 
amine and audit, clearly show upon 
their face, th a t personal taxes have 
been collected twice. 
In other cases 
find leal estate taxes apparently 
collected twice, and in one instance 
given below, I have made a fall in­ 
vestigation and have found th a t the 
taxes were actually collected twice, 
and in this case I have taken the same 
into my account, and the same should 
be refunded by the city. 
This in­ 
stance is ss follows: 
See 1891 rolls, 
Fourth ward 31, H. A- Macloon. lots 
120 and 122, Smith Bailey A Stone ad­ 
dition, am ount of tax being $37.49, 
which am onnt was collected from 
Miss H. A. Macloon, October 26, 1891, 
receipt 1214, and again collected from 
W. H. H. Macloon, April I, 1892, re­ 
ceipt 246, farm ing lands book. 
Tax Fixed at Too H igh a Figure. 
* 'In a large num ber of instance I find 
the following facts exists, mainly in 
real estate rolls. 
The taxes on cer­ 
tain real estate assessed against a cer­ 
tain person on a certain roll will be a 
certain amount and the tax receipt 
stub for the collection from this ident­ 
ical party of the tax of this identical 
property will show an am ount in ex­ 
cess of am ount of roll. 
For example, 
refer to tax roll for 1892, First ward, 
folio 34, Croft’s addition, Josiah T. 
W right, lots I, 2, 3, and 4, am ount of 
tax $50.47. while receipt 360 farm ing 
lands book for same party and same 
description of property, reads $50.51, 
being an amount in excess of $1.04 
“ I also find many cases when per­ 
sonal taxes collected in tax receipts 
in th a t particular year are in excess 
of amounts appearing on rolls for 
same party th a t year, as for example, 
refer to 1892, Fifth w ard folio 2, 
Thomas P. 
Burna, am ount of tax 
$2.20, and roll is marked paid No. 
1979, 
which 
receipt 
reads $2.58 
a difference of 38 cents. 
I find quite 
a number of cases where property has 
been sold for taxes and tax certificate 
issued, and a t the same time I also 
find regular tax for same taxee just as 
though the property had not been 
sold. 
D elinquent List and Tax R oll D isagree 
“ I also find several cases where 
amounts of tax is shown on roll when 
same should exactly agree, 
said ex­ 
cess amounts varying from $1.74, to 
$5.70. 
I also find five different places 
In tax rolls of 1889 where more of the 
original figures showing the am ount 
of tax levy have evidently been erased 
and new figures have been entered on 
tax rolls after the said rolls had been 
made and footed by the city clerk, and 
after same had been turned over to 
the treasurer for collection, thus rais­ 
ing the am ount of tax. 
These excess 
am ounts are no doubt intended for IO 
per cent of the original am ount of tax 
levied and I have taken the same into 
my account as such and thay are 
charged In my journal.

Mr. Card says further th a t he is un­ 
able to find any record of the West 
Milwaukee street paving fund in 1888, 
the am ount of th a t improvement be­ 
ing $5,908.61, and the orders draw 
am ounting to $5,771.50. 
No vouchers 
can be found o. this fund and no 
statem ent of it in any monthly report 
on file. The treasurer’s report for Feb­ 
ruary and March, 1889, are missing 
The expert notes the fact th a t forty- 
eight tax certificates have been re­ 
deemed or cancelled, but are not to be 
found. 
He says: 
“ I Had th at the total of the saloon 
license money actually collected in 
the mouths of May and June, 1892, 
was $18,800.00, and th a t the amonnt 
accounted for was only $14,300.,OO, 
leaving $4,500 not accounted for a t 
th a t tim e nor had the same been ac­ 
counted for up to the date of my ex­ 
am ination.”

sheep 
upon 
it. 
sometimes more. 
When the Wilson 
tariff bill w ent into effect—in fact, 
while it was being prepared—the own­ 
ers of the farm decided th a t as a busi­ 
ness policy they would get rid of all 
their sheep. 
They raise a fine quality 
of wool, which heretofore has brought 
in the m arket from 23 to 30 cents. 
During the last few months the high­ 
est they coaid get for it was from 15 
to 16 cents, and as a result they have 
been getting rid of their sheep as 
rapidly 
as 
possible, 
selling 
it 
for

years the lambs which they raised for 
m arket sold for $2.50 each, but now 
the most th at they will bring is $1.50. 
There are now on the farm less than 
IOO sheep and they are being sold as 
rapidly as possible. 
Charles Hartman, 
who has been engaged in stock rais­ 
ing in Wisconsin for the last thirty 
years, says the past two years has 
been the hsrdest he has ever experi­ 
enced. 
The prices of floe horses have 
decreased very largely for the reason 
th at the people who usually bay them 
have felt keenly the hard times and 
are not able to make purchases.

IN T H E BEGINNING. 


Billions of Dollars in Home and Foreign 
Securities Held In the Fatherland. 
The thrifty Germans are piling up 
wealth in the form of cash and se­ 
curities at a rate which promises to 
make them of great importance as a 
creditor nation, according 
to a 
writer in the St. Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat. 
In view of the information 
sent to the state department at Wash­ 
ington and lately given publicity, 
the course of the German govern­ 
ment is sticking close to the British 
government on tho silver question is 
not surprising. 
Germany has to a 
marked degree the same interests 
that Great Britain has in opposing 
anything that tends toward infla­ 
tion. Herr Miquel. tho Prussian min­ 
ister of finance, according to the re­ 
port received by Secretary Gresham, 
estimates 
that 
the 
people 
of 
Prussia have at the present time 
$7,075,740,000 in stocks, bonds and 
loans. 
It is calculated that 25 per 
cent of the wealth of Germany is in­ 
vested in stocks and bonds and that 
this will probably rise to 40 or 50 
per cent in the next generation. 
Professor 
Schmoller, 
a 
leading 
authority on economies in the em­ 
pire, estimates that of the 49,500,- 
000 people who make up the German 
empire 2,500,000 to 4,000,000 are in 
receipt of incomes from invested 
capital, says of those about one-half 
hold public securities. 
In Prussia, 
in the last ten years, the deposits in 
the savings banks are claimed to 
have augmented about $44,030,000 
per annum, and throughout Ger­ 
many probably $71,400,000 to $95,- 
200,000, from which it is inferred 
that the German nation is laying up 
from $476,000,030 
to $595,000,000 
annually, one-half of which goos iuto 
securities. 
In the last ten years 
there have been, in the aggregate, 
about $952,003.0J > to $1,190,000,000 
worth of foreign and $1,904,000,000 
worth of domestic securities put 
upon the German market. 
With reference to the question 
whether Germany is wise in taking 
so much foreign paper, Professor 
Schmoller remarks 
that it is a 
healthy symptom, and indicates rn 
thriving state of the people, and that, 
although much money has been lost 
thereby, it has been, on the whole, rn 
valuable experience and the means 
of placing the German stock ex­ 
changes on equal footing with those 
of London, Paris and New York, a 
position which they did not occupy 
twenty-five years aga 
The losses 
of the country from investments in 
foreign securities have been great, but 
they are argued to have been amply 
offset by the profits realized. 
From 
1860 to 1892 the Germans are reck­ 
oned to have made $238,000^000 in 
American and Russian 
securities 
alone, independent of all indirect 
benefits which may have accrued to 
the general business of the country 
through the connections made in the 
handling of such stocks and bonds. 
Germany now holds probably $2,300,- 
000,000 worth of foreign securities, 
which is presumably double what it 
possessed ten years ago. 
The inter­ 
est and dividends on the Ae add about 
$119,003,000 of wealth annually to 
the country. 
This has a marked 
effect on the well-being of the coun­ 
try and its trade balance. 
What th# 
country has lost in recent years 
through unfortunate investments in 
foreign securities has probably been 
about $200,000,000, 
which, as re­ 
marked above, bas been fully com­ 
pensated for by gains made.

Curtis’ bid simply said he would lay 
the tile pipe at 28 cents per foot, and 
the iron pipe at $1 per foot.

was said as to furnishing supplies, 
building trestle, or putting on fittings.
